accused the provincial police of having without 
provocation ridden down and dangerously injured 
people who were on the street on their way from | 
church.

The provincial government caused Livingstone | 
and MacLachlan to be arrested on the charge of | 
‘unlawfully publishing false tales’’ contrary to| 
section 136 of the Code.

The | 
men arrested were brought to Halifax to be kept 
in custody until trial.
